In accordance with the duty of disclosure as set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 1 .56, the 
accompanying information is being submitted in accordance with 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.97 and 
1 .98. Applicants request the Examiner's consideration of the documents listed on the 
accompanying Form PTO-1449. 

Many of the listed documents were previously made of record in prior Application No. 
09/902,266, filed July 1 1 , 2001 , upon which Applicants rely for the benefits provided in 
35 U.S.C. § 120. In accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.98, a copy of each of the listed 
documents, except those documents which were previously made of record in the prior 
application, is enclosed.

provide English abstracts which serve as brief statements of relevance. 

For JP 11-158044 and JP 06-340519, applicants provide machine-made English 
translations; these include English abstracts which serve as brief statements of relevance. 

For EP 1002527, which is a counterpart of JP 2000-095630, the English abstract of 
the Japanese document serves as a brief statement of relevance for the European 
publication. Also, its English-language counterpart, Chevalier USP 6,277,388, is cited to 
serve as an English translation.
